The greatest pitfall is to give in 
to baby, and feed during the night.

Baby is apparently always “look- 
ing for food,” moving hig head from

It is only ‘by examining his 
weight and general condition that 
we can be sure what is the trouble. 

No baby should be allowed to gain 
more than 7oz. in the week, with an 
occasional 80z., under six months of 
age, but, unfortunately, 
number of babies ‘ are allowed: to 
‘ain: 100z. and 1lloz. and more.
